Expected To Draw 25,000 Visitors

$8,580 Per Acre 
Rent-Some Value! 


For some twenty years there 
has been a six-inch water line 
along the west side of NW Thir- 
teenth serving an inadequate 
fire protection to packing 
houses, ware houses and rolling 
equipment of the FEC railroad. 

Finally able to increase the 
size of the line to a more ade- 
quate system of fire protection, 
the City is informed by the FEC 
that they want 60c per foot an- 
nual rental for permission to lay 
the new line. There is approxi- 
mately 1,100 feet of the line in- 
volved, which would give a 
school kid multiplier around 
$660 annual rental. 

Assuming a three-feet-wide 
strip for the easement, we have 
3,300 square feet, which is one 
thirteenth of an acre, on which 
the sum of $660 rental would be 
collected, or $8,580 per acre an- 
nual rental. Assuming a 12 per- 
cent gross return reasonable, we 
find that the value of the land 
is $71,500 per acre - the FEC's 
valuation. 

The City of Belle Glade has 
offered the FEC $1 per year 
for the rental, as it has never 
paid for an easement for pub- 
lic utilities, other than mini- 
mum legal necessity. 

The railroad must have re- 
ceived attorneys bills for the 
recent entanglements with the 
ACL; maybe it’s a result of as- 
tigmatic clerical function. 

The tax assessor just might 
be interested in documentation 
of this assertion of real estate 
values. 


Private Water Control And Subdrainage 


In discussing a combined re- 
port of county agents, farmers 
and their own employees, con- 
cerning damage of recent floods, 
the C&SF FCD says: "Of major 
importance in flood damage pre- 
vention was the existence, or 
lack of existence, of adequate 
secondary facilities." 

Also, "Where adequate sec- 
ondary facilities were in exist- 
ence ín areas served by Pro- 
ject works, the total flood da- 
mages which were prevented re- 
sulted from the combined effect 
of the two integrated systems." 

Even, "Where works are not 
yet in existence (Project), but 
are planned, some degree of 
flood damage reduction was ob- 
tained as a result of drainage 
systems installed by individuals 
or sub-drainage districts." 

The reports says, "The rain- 
fall which ocurred during the 
1960 rainy season was for the 
most part the most intense gen- 
eral rainfail in the District since 
the inception of the Project," 
and the report emphasizes "In 
the Kissimmee Basin record 
flood damages were sustained 
even though the rainfall inten- 
sity was less than in other 
years."

The planned project has not 
yet effectively touched the Kis- 
simmee Basi 

In Hendry County, the report 
points out, "the flooding which 
exists along the west side of 
Levees 1, 2 and 3 will be an in- 
creasing recurrent problem.” 

Of the estimated “Flood Da- 
mages Prevented” of $13,000, 
000 the Agricultural Area of the 
Glades is credited with Six Mil- 
lion Nine in crops and $300,000 
“other.” 

In North Dade and Broward 
there was $4,860,000 in prevent- 
ed damage to agriculture, and 
$14,100,000 of “other,” which 
means buildings and property. 

In North Palm Beach County 
credit is taken for saving $150, 
000 in agriculture and $350,000 
in “other.” 

In the St. Lucie-Martin area 
$600,000 is estimated saved to 
agriculture, while in Istokpgo— 
Indian Prairie a half million in 
agriculture was saved, and $50, 
000 in “other.” 

We have found no one in the 

Glades Agricultural Area who 
discounts the estimated saving. 
On the other hand, it has often 
been stated that “the streets of 
Belle Glade would still be flood- 
ed when Turkey Day comes 
around" had it not been for the 
operating facilities of the Pro- 
ject. 
o farm of any consequence 
the Glades operates without 
water control—drainage and ir- 
rigation facilities — either by 
the individual land owner, or by 
a subdrainage district. 

A minimum of verbal gastritis 
has been heard during these 
rains about the cost of water 
control, whether it be privately 

wned or secured through drain- 
age taxes. 

The Glades farmers are loud, 
consistent and impressive in 
their appreciation of actual re- 
sults of the Project pumps, and 
canals serving their areas in the 
Overall Project.
